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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

Figures 4A and 4B should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in compliance with 
37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header 
(as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes 
are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required 
corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. The phrase "diamond-like" renders the claim(s) indefinite because the claim(s) 
include(s) elements not actually disclosed (those encompassed by "like"), thereby rendering the 
scope of the claim(s) unascertainable. For the purposes of prosecution, the examiner will 
interpret the diamond-like-carbon to be an amorphous carbon fihn (see paragraph 8 of the 
specification). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Applicant's 
Admitted Prior Art (AAPA) in view of 5,359,170 (Chen) and Singer's article entitled "Wear- 
resistant, diamond-like coating created by Sandia" (Singer). AAPA teaches a jig to be in contact 
with solder in reflow soldering (specification, paragraph 8) wherein said jig is provided with a 
coating to be in contact with the solder (specification, paragraph 8). Chen teaches a hot bar 
apparatus having, generally, a diamond or diamond-like surface (abstract). Singer teaches 
advantages of an amorphous carbon film over diamond (page 1 of 3). It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify the method of 
AAPA to utilize a diamond-like coating in order increase wear resistance (Chen col. 1, 11. 55-68) 
and further to modify the combined invention of AAPA and Chen to utilize Sandia's amorphous 
carbon film in order to provide even greater wear resistance (Sandia page 1 of 3).
